struction is practically total, comprises 
fifty blocks. : 

Since the first shock there have been 
several shocks, and the end is not yet. 
The area covered by the earthquake 
is about fifty blocks, in which the 
buildings have been almost totally de- 
stroyed. The greatest damage was 
done east and south of Market street 
to the Bay, on the Avenue, Ransome 
street, Mission street, Battery 
street, Front street, Davis street Drum- 
mond and from Montgomery west to 


the Bay. Seven fires are burning in 
various parts of the district, and slight 
shocks are being felt. The burned por- 
tion includes ajl within the lines of 
East Mission to First, to Buch, to Ran- 
some, to Clay and east to Mission. The 
section burned begins at Market to 
Third, Third to Howard, to Fourth to 
Market. The earthquake broxe the wa- 
ter mains, wrecked the pumping sta- 


ition, made debris of the fire engines 


and left the city at the mercy of the 
fire. In the burned district were many 
manufacturing establishments of brick 
and timber which withstood the shock 


but a few seconds fell an easy 
prey to combustion. Workers in these 
factories and in the frame cottages 


which were tossed about as the wind 
tosses card houses, were crushed to 
death by falling timbers. The dead are 
being carried from the destroyed 
buildings in dozens. 

Men and women were shaken from 
their beds and ran here and there 
pleading to be taken to missing friends. 
Every street is littered with bricks. 
stones and frame work of fallen gtruc- 
tures. The seven million dollar city 
hall built of solid stone, is a heap of 
ruins. The dome alone stands. The 
post office has collapsed. The Majestic 
theatre is also gone. The electric light 
and gas plants are broken down.

R. R. Kealy, a Cornell Graduate, a 
Present in the City, Gets Position. 


R. R. Kealy, a graduate of Cornell 
University, and a man whose referen- 
ces show thit he has had a wide range 
of experience in municipal and electri- 
cal engineering, was picked out by the 
council last night from among a bunch 
of eighteen applicants for the posi- 
tion of eity engineer. Mr. Kealy is 
already in the city and is to go on 
duty at once. 

The appointment of the city engineer 
and the hearing of the case of the 
Mays Coal Co., were practically the 
only matters of any congequence that 
came before the council last night. 

H. W. Dawson preserted the case 
for the Mays Coal Company. It ap- 
pears that the Mays Company entered 
into a contract with the city to de- 
liver “approximately” 4,000 tons of 
coal at a price of $2 per ton; that this 
contract was supposed to extend over 
a period of one ‘year, commencing Aug- 
ust Igt, 1905, but that the city in pur- 
suance of this contract has already 
taken some 5,500 tons. It appears ac- 
cording to the statement made by Mr. 
Dawson, that while the company was 
in a position to gupply 4,000 tons at 
the price stated within the period, that 
they could not supply the amount re- 
quired according to the present av- 
erage rate of production, namely 3,- 
000 tons at $2 per ton, and Mr. Daw- 
son asked that as the city had already 
gotten 5,500 tons on a contract which 
called for 4,006 tons, that for the ba- 
lance of the amount that they will re- 
quire for the remainder of the term 
that the city should (pay 25 cents more. 
The matter was discussed by the al- 
derman and a lenient view of the case 
was taken, Alderman Griesbach mov- 
ing and Alderman Manson seconding 
that the city should pay tne extra 25 
cents until the fulfilment of the term. 

Commissioner Kinnaird reported that 
he had submitted the case of the Ed- 
monton Wool and Wood Co., with re- 
gard to the taxes on the wool ware- 
house, to the city solicitor for an opin- 
ion and the solicitor had stated that 
in his opinion the wool warehouse 
was exempt from taxation according 
to the bonus arrangement entered in- 
to by ihe tity twith the company. The 
city solicitor was called in and asked 
for a written opinion on the matter, 
which he handed in. 

The report of Mr. McNaughton, the 
chief engineer at the power plant spe- 
cifying the improvements that were 
to be made to the plant, at a cost of 
$10,000, was handed to the council. Mr. 
McNaughton’s report, which hag al- 
ready been accepted and the order al-
